DRINKS FROM DRUGGISTS. 


Excise Commissioner Cullinan Wil! Not 
Allow Towns Which Went “Dry” 
to Become “ Wet.” 


ALBANY, Nov. 12.—State Excise Com- 
missioner Cullinan to-day issued a state- 
ment relative to reports that certain towns 
in whith the electors voted in‘ the negative 
on all of the local option questions, except 
that relating to the sale of liquors by phar- 
macists, would, nevertheless, be “ wet 
towns ’’ by reason of the amendment to the 
liquor tax law passed at the last session of 
the . Legislature, permitting a pharmacist 
to sell liquors in- quantities of not more 
than one pint. without the written pre- 
ecription of a physician, upon payment of 
a special stamp tax for each transaction.
